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A GENTLE BOOMER.

HE was the widow of Ansel Hubbard, 
an old, original Oklahoma boomer 
She was a sweet-spoken, girlish-look- 

ing litue woman, with a round, rosy 
chin, and big, soft eves. A type of the South- 
ern woman whose appealing, dependent expres- 
sion and gentile accents conceal as much in- 
domitable resolution and courage as ever the 
crisp utterance of a New England woman ex- 
pre ssed. 

Hubbard hailed, origipally, from Vermont, 
and had married ber, four years before, in Louis- 
iana. When he died, leaving her very helpless 
with her three-year-old twins, Peach and 
Honey, a few hundred dollars, and 1 camping 
outfit, she had come to her sister’s at Arkansas 
City, and there, six months after its father’s 
death, another baby was born, which was now 
nearly a year old. 

Ansel Hubbard had been fifteen years the 
senior of his pretty young wife. A keen trader 
but an inveterate boomer and prospector, he 
had made a good living for her and the chil- 
dren, but her four years of married life had 
been passed mostly ina wagon. She had learn- 
ed to make home of the spot where the wagon 
stopped, to contrive a wonderfully dainty and 
appetizing meal from the most uppromising 
materials und amid the most unfavorable sur- 
roundings, and to bring to all the vicissitudes of 
that nomadie life always the same unquench- 
able joyousness, indomitable hope, and buoyant 
trust. And she had not lived this life and made 
the best of it for four years without being some- 
what infected by the prospector’s spirit ; without 
coming to believe, in a vague way, that all 
their troubles would be over, the sun would not 
smite them by day. nor the moon by night, 
when they were at last established on that 
hundred and sixty acres in Oklahoma. 

3ut now Hubbard had been more than a year 
in a land where—though itis fairer than a pros- 
pector'’s dream of Oklahoma—there are neither 
booms, boomers, nor border rushes; and his 
widow, scarcely more than a child herself, was 
left to grapple the hard problem of how the 
children were vo get that quarter section which 
their father had picked out ten years before, and 
upon which he had annually promised her, 
since their marriage, she should eat that home- 
coming feast of the typical Yankee—Thanks- 
giving dinner. 

Now the hordes were gathering for that his- 
toric rush when, on the morning of the twenty- 
second of April, 1889, ten thousand crossed the 
line into the Territory at the sound of the bugle. 
The little town of Arkansas City, lying on the 
southern edge of Kansas, almost due north of 
Oklahoma, was full of prospectors, boomers, 
gamblers, toughs, waiting the day and the word 
to overrun the new lands. The prairie for 
miles around was dotted with white- covered 
wagons, moving in or standing camped. 

Myra watched them from her sister's door- 
way, and her blood quickened to the old gypsy- 
ing tune at the sight and sound of it all.

alone, tryin’ to do for her little echil’en.” 


Upborne by this pathetic trust in a mob of 


humanity from which no strong man would dare 
expect favor, the littke woman had her team and 


h and 


wagon gotten ready, and, leaving Peace 
Honey with her sister, set forth with her baby 
in her arms for the promised land. 

On the first day out the eighteen-year-old boy 
she had brought along to drive deserted her— 
bound, probably, on border-rushing enterprises 
f his own—and Myra, the baby, and the big

mules were left to make what way they could 


in the throng. Myra put Boy in a nest of 


quilts and bravely took her place on the high 
driver's seat. It seemed to her that the whole 
world was driving in wagons across the plain. 
As far as she could see to the south until it dis- 
appeared in the dim, level line of the horizon, 
stretched that broad, straggling line of white- 
topped wagons, fringed with galloping, shouting 
horsemen ; and when she looked back the picture 
was the sume— wagons, horsemen, stragglers.

thing worth having. The helpless fury raised 
by such news—often untrue—added its sting to 
the bitterness of that frightful journey. 

Poor Myra! 

In the terrible press to hold the trail every 
moment was a crisis. It took the skill and 
nerve of an ocean pilot to guide the tall mules 
safely; the myriad hoofs and wheels either 
raised a red, stifling dust or churned the hub- 
deep mud to the consistency of mortar. Where 
the roads were roughest Myra’s skillful, sun- 
burned little hands were not strong enough to 
hold and guide her powerful team; and the 
little foot that ran so lightly all day about her 
work, that was so untiring on the most weari- 
some errands, was but a feather upon the brake.

But there are nearly fifteen hun- 
dred charity organizations looking after the de- 
serving poor in New York, and no one of them 
pr ybably, has had less than tifty families on its 
hands in the last year All of these charitable 
concerns will make a point of distributing Christ- 
mas cheer on the 24th of December. There 
will be no united effort at a Christmas celebra- 
tion, beeause the organized distributors of char- 
itv believe in individual effort applied to in- 
dividual cases. Each vear some euterprising 
newspaper or some energetic mun starts a move- 
ment for a general Christmas fund Lust year 
Oliver Sumner Teall, whose fume has goue far 
beyond New York, got up a mammoth distri- 
bution of toys and cakes and candies at Madison 
Square Garden.

on the Erie Canal. 

THE trial of electricity as a propelling power 

on a eanal, recently made at Brighton, near 

Rochester, in this State, has been pronounced 

successful by electrical experts and others who 

witnessed it. A canal-boat of average size was 

selected for the experiment, and was named tlie 

Frank W. Hawley, atter the chief promoter of 


the enterprise. Klectrical apparatus was put on 
her and was attached to the propeller. Wires, 
arranged in accordance with the trolley system, 


were strung above the Krie Canal between locks 


sixty-tl ree and sixty -five, a distance of two 
miles. The circuit was completed by using two 
wires overhead and two trolley poles. 

Phe official test took place on Saturday morn- 


ing. the 18th of November, but the real test was 


made on the previous evening in the presence of 


several electricians and a number of newspaper 
men. Tne boat was run up and down the caral 
for two miles, and the experiment was regarded 
as highly satisfactory. At the official test the 
party on the boat included Governor Flower, 
various State officials, electricians from neigh- 
boring cities. and many of the prominent citi- 
zens of Rochester In all about two hundred 
persons participated in the trip rhe boat 
was towed under the trolley wires, the line 
from the tug wus then cast off, and the bout 
started on her journey with Governor Flower 
at the controller This he soon surrendered to 
an engineer. The boat moved forward evenly 
aad was soon going at the rate of between three 
and four miles an hour \bout twenty - two 
horse power was used. When the boat enter- 
ed lock sixty-four she was received with loud 
cheers from the crowd assembled there. and

“William Tell > two bombs were thrown from 
the gallery, one of which expioded with a ter- 
rific report. When the smoke and dust cleared 
away the forms of many persons were found 
writhing upor the floor near the place where 
the bomb had fallen; the seats thereabouts had 
been blown to pieces, and the flooring in spots 
was torn up and the beams partly shattered. 
Fifteen persous were instantly killed, and many 
others subsequently died. Several persons were 
removed from the building with nearly every 
shred of clothing tern from their bodies. In all 
one hundred persons were more or less severely 


injured. The outrage caused the utmost excite- 


ment throughout the city, and a large number of 


arrests were made of suspected parties. The 
government has since adopted vigorous meas- 
ures for the suppression of the anarchists It is 


apparent, however, that not much confidence is 
put in the efficacy of any repressive measures, 
and the public mind is in a state of constant ap- 
prehension.
